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Reasons for Allowance 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

for claims 1, 13, and 23-25: the prior art of record to Fay and Cameron et al. do not 
teach that the fiberglass insulation passed through the cutter is a steam of uncured fiberglass 
insulation where the passing through the oven step produces a cured fiberglass insulation batt 
in that in both Fay and Cameron et al. the fiberglass insulations are cured before being passed 
through the cutter, also 

Cole teaches a method of producing fiberglass insulation batt 29 including passing stream 
12 of uncured fiberglass insulation through cutter 13/14 to cut insulation 12 to form two side-by- 
side separate strips 22, and passing strips 22 through a curing oven to expose strips 22 to a 
predetermined fiberglass curing heat generated in the oven to cause binder associated within, and 
with the opposed longitudinally extending side walls of strips 22 to polymerized (c 4, L 12-72; c 5, 
L 46-47 and L 54-57; c 5, L 74, to c 6, L 2; c 6, L 12-14, L43-48); Cole teaches strips 22 to be 
separated by a gap (Fig 2); however, Cole does not teach forming a frangible bridge which spans 
the gap between strips 22 to produce batt 29 in that Cole teaches eliminating the gap so that the 
walls of strips 22 are engaged together to form an integral coherent sheet before curing (c 1-2, 
step e; c 2, step g), and 

for claims 14, 15, 16, and 18, see the prior Office action mailed 11-30-04.

(US 6,191,057) teach cutting a cured fiberglass batt longitudinally after curing, (b) de Antonis et 
al. teach compacting a fiberglass batt before curing, (c ) Weinstein et al. use fluid pressure to 
increase gap size, and (d) Patel et al. (US 6,457,504) and Sens both teach compacting a fiberglass 
batt and applying covers thereto.
